of either pending or closed Internal Security or Security Matter - C 
investigations. No request is made for any affirmative inquiries relating 
to thi6 matter in the absence of specific Bureau instructions but it is 
desired that any identifying data you may have relating to the National 
Council for American Education be provided this office for informative 
purposes*

Reowntly a two page letter emanated from ALLAN ZOLL of the NCAE, 
dated Ootober 3, 1949 which letter was received by this office.through the 
confidential mail box. This letter reads in part as followsi 

"As you know, this nation's atomio activities are permeated with 
pro-Communist traitors. It is no wonder the Reds got the secret of the atom bomb. 

It is most surprising if they have not gotten some of our actual bombs. Uoraa- 
ii^j^t',v^?ti^ing^yo»vte^^ot.2klW#Mhow.srvec>vls .that,there<-*re/wvesumoreiand worse-Reds in .

The letter etatee that many of the worat scientists are being watched ^ 

by the FBI " but not stopped ". The underlining appears in this letter. "The FBI 
itself does a magnificent job. However, its political bosses often times prevent
